Quarantine Measures Against Bristol and Hull. 

Measures were ordered, November 6, 1916, by the quarantine 
service of Cuba, to be enforced against vessels and passengers leaving 
the ports of Bristol and Hull, England, for ports in Cuba, as follows: 

Vessels leaving Bristol or Hull destined for any Cuban port will be deratized imme- 
diately before leaving, in the open bay, by means of any of the methods in use by the 
quarantine service of Cuba. 

Vessels that have not complied with that requisite at the port of departure will be 
deratized, under direction of the medical officer at the port in Cuba at which they 
arrive, before unloading. 

Passengers arriving from Bristol or Hull will be subject to special examination before 
being allowed to land. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

Examination of Rats — Hull. 

Examination of rats at Hull, England, has been reported as follows: 
Week ended October 21, 1916, 21 rats examined, of which 5 were from 
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the steamship Mansuri from Bombay and the remainder from dock 
warehouses; week ended October 28, 1916, 30 rats of which 15 were 
from ships in dock and the remainder from dock warehouses. No 
plague infection was found. The total number of rats examined be- 
tween August 19 and October 28, 1916, was 229. 

KOREA.

During the period from August 1 to October 8, 1916, 893 cases of 
cholera were notified in Korea. The cases were distributed in nine 
provinces.
